ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  YEAR  1941. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Bennison  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Annual  Report  for  1941  is  even  more 
abbreviated  than  that  of  1940.  No  figures  can  be  pub- 
lished which  would  reveal  the  population  or  any  statistics 
from  which  a population  figure  could  be  built  up. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  has  declined  to  a 
slight  extent  ; the  death  rate  is  reduced  by  approximately 
2 per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

One  point  which  gives  some  concern  is  the  fact 
that  Mr.  Lynam,  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  has  had  numerous 
extra  duties  thrust  upon  him  by  war-time  needs  and  has 
less  assistance  than  in  pre-war  times.  This  fact  militates 
against  the  thorough  inspection  of  the  district,  aud  I know 
that  the  Sanitary  Inspector  himself  is  not  satisfied  that 
inspections  are  carried  out  as  they  ought.

Housing. 

The  position  is  even  less  satisfactory  than  a year  ago.  As  you 
are  all  aware,  there  are  many  old  properties  in  the  Urban  area  which 
would  undoubtedly  have  been  condemned  and  demolished  but  for 
the  outbreak  of  war.  Also  there  are  still  a large  number  that  are 
■‘border-line”  cases,  and  could  only  depend  on  their  continued  use 
by  good  maintenance.  Unfortunately,  during  the  year  maintenance 
has  become  increasingly  difficult,  and,  with  all  the  good  will  in  the 
world,  property  owners  cannot  get  men  or  materials  to  do  the 
repairs. 

This  leads  to  rapid  deterioration  of  properties,  and  one  can 
only  hope  that  when  the  requirements  of  priority  building  are  met 
some  men  can  be  spared  for  the  very  essential  work  of  property 
maintenance. 

If  the  present  state  of  affairs  as  regards  labour  and  material 
continues,  it  is  probable  that  in  considering  housing  in  the  post-war 
years  quite  a number  of  houses  will  come  into  the  demolition  or 
clearance  category  due  to  the  neglect  of  the  war  years. 


The  general  health  has  been  good,  and  steadier  employment  has 
no  doubt  helped  to  maintain  a good  standard  of  nutrition.
